state why they were not inter­ 
viewed. Your statement 
"thoroughly studied" is cer­ 
tainly not fulfilling your obli­ 
gation to the public.

Your editorial also expressed 
concern over the responsibility 
of administering a budget of 
over $5 million. T^aturally, 
money is of great interest, hut 
to me. the most challenging 
and number one item was not 
even mentioned, the education 
of our children.

Torranee's future, like the 
future of the country, lies in 
her young people. The future 
of her youth depends to a great 
extent on the success of her 
school system. This inter-de­ 

pendency makes a responsible 
attitude toward school policy 
the duty of every adult in the 
community. A responsible at­ 
titude is more than paying 
taxes, more than preventing 
the truancy of our own chil­ 
dren, more than providing for 
them economically and spiritu­ 
ally and morally so that they 
can apply themselves to their 
studies: it is assuring their 
proper direction from the 
stand-point of what our schools 
propose and emphasize.

In other words, each of us 
should have some idea of what 
goes on in our schools, should 
discover whether there are any 
real deficiencex or differences 
between the system's attitudes 
and expectations and those of 
the majority of rhe people. In 
a community the si/e of ours, 
much depends on the elected 
school boai<d members. These 
are the trustees of not only 
our dollars, but also of our 
minds.

One important reason I am 
running is that I have a child 
beginning her education in Tor­ 
rance. I want to see that she 
has a full, complete public edu­ 
cation. Altogether too many 
"disinterested" persons have 
served in years past. Though 
they may have the best Qf in­ 
tentions, their motivations can­ 
not be as acute as that of a 
directly affected parent.

Education is of prime Impor­ 
tance and we must equip our 
children to become good ctti- 
7ens and earn * living. How­ 
ever, as a man matures he 
needs to consider his facility and 
background for making the 
most of his leisure time his 
capacity for living a full life. 
Altogether too many intellectu­ 
ally impoverished people .find 
themselves in good positions 
but without the ability to enjoy 
what material success has 
given them. This is because 
they have no original ideas, no

curiosity, no hobblts with 
which to fill the ever-increasing 
spare time of the industrial 
age. The elementary and sec­ 
ondary schools must plant the 
seeds of the rich life.

I could go on at great length 
about what the public school 
system should be and stand 
for. and what a Member of the 
Board of Education could and 
should do as a representative 
and what I intend to do and 
recommend to the Board for 
stuy and consideration should 
I be elected, but time does not 
permit.

In conclusion, may I state 
simply that, in my opinion you 
have been unfair to aH the 
candidates in your editorial, 
and have failed in your obliga­ 
tion to the people of Torrance.
